Memphis, April 8— St. Francis 
1 ivee. nine miles north of Memphis, 
and the levee at Wyanoke Landing, 
seven miles south of that city, broke 
Saturday, submerging many square 
miles of territory on the Arkansas 
side of the river. Railroad commu- 
nication with Memphis was expected 
to be cut off during the night. Ex- 
perts declare that other levees may 
break at any moment. Water rush- 
ing through the 600 ft o break in the 
Government levee at Hickman has 
submerged part of Fulton county 
and may yet engulf Reelfoot lake, 
eventually changing the channel of 
the river, it is said. The Army De- 
partment has been authorized to ex- 
pand $30,000 in immediate relief 
work in the Memphis-Hickman dis- 
trict 

Thirty thousand people homeless, 
2,000 square miles of country inun- 
dated, tnirty persons drowned and a 
financial loss of $10,000,000 consti- 
tute the result of a two weeks' flood 
in the Mississippi valley. 



These figures were arrived at to 
night by goverrment engineers and 
officials of state levee boards en- 
gaged in battling the ravaging sweep 
of the Mississippi river from points 
in Illinois to threatened places in 
Mississippi and Arkansas. 

Hundreds of persons still are men- 
aced by the tremendous tide of the 
river at points in lower Missouri, 
Northwest Tennessee and Arkansas, 
They are marooned on house tope, in 
trees and on anchored rafts directly 
in the sweep of the rampaging river, 
Conservative judgment at Memphis 
is expressed in belief that the great 
majority of these flood prisoners will 
be rescued. Many of the menaced 
were stimulated to the purpose of 
remaining near their homes by con- 
cern for property of minor value. 
Rescuing squads at many points have 
been compelled to fight to take ne- 
groes from danger grounds because 
they insisted upon staying on their 
flooded property to guard mules and 
milch cows.

THROW HORSE TO SHOE HIM 



Helpless Before Beginning 



In many parts of Turkey horse- 
shoes are simply a fist plate of iron 
with a hole in the middle. An ex- 
traordinary method still obtains in 
portions of the Ottoman empire of 
shoeing the horse. 

The farrier doubles a long rope 
and knots a loop at the end to about 
the size of a lsrgc horse collar. This 
is put over ihe horse's head after 
the manner of a horse's collar, and 
the knot rests on the horse's chest. 

The next step is to bring the two 
ends of the rope between the tni- 
mal's legs. Each rope then, taken 
by a man, is hitched on the fetlocks 
of the horse's legs and brought 
through the loop in front. Then, by 
a hard, steady pull, the hind legs are 
drawn up to the forelegs and the 
horse falls heavily on its side. 

All four feet are now tied togeth- 
er by the fetlocks, the horse is 
propped up on his back, and the far- 
rier sits quietly down beside him, 
takes off the old shoes and puts on 
the new.

NIGHT SIGNALS FOR AIRMEN 



Illuminated Captive Balloone Ueed In 
Oermainy to Guide Aeronaut* 
by Nifht. 

The projrrfM of airrruft in fler- 
miiny 5b well indicatrd by the fact 
that ilhiTTiinatpH captive halloona 
•re now \w\r\g ute<\ for the purpose 
of guiding aeronauts by night. One 
of these has lately been plaeefl at 
Treplow, between Berlin and Stet- 
tin. The balloon, which is 2" 2 me- 
ters (about eight feet) in diameter, 
ra of a red color and carries an elec- 
tric light. 

It ia visible for a great distance 
at night, end ia easily distinguished 
from any other light. In case of 
fog, when the light could not be 
seen, an electric bell is caused to 
ring by mnans of a hygrometer at- 
tached. In this way it is possible 
for a person in charge to ascertain 
the height of the fog zone and cause 
the balloon to ascend into a less 
moist and clearer atmosphere, when 
the bell will cease ringing.

Thing Here. 



L n'ftvill* Ky.. April 8 —Returns 
from nearly all of the 118 republican 
cotn y mass conventions in the state, 
infli - that Taft supporters will 
control ten of the eleven congress 
ional dut ict conventions, and that 
twtnu f ><irof Kentucky delegates 
to tin- rmional republican conven- 
tion * i I be instructed for Taft and 
two r Koosevelt. The strong n- 
pabitn Eleventh district gave 
R> i .e;t a majority of 99, with one 
cou missing and 116 delegates 
cont -sted. 

The fight between Taft and Roosf- 
velt forces in the county mars con- 
ventions was oitter and in many in- 
stances disorderly. Frequently two 
conventions were conducted *imu'- 
taneously in the same room. Out of 
a total of 2,188 delegates reported 
here are 832 contests to go before 
state convention. 

In every case but two Taft dele- 
gates received credentials certified 
by the county chairmen and. basing 
their contention on these contests. 



Roosevelt headquarters tonight 
claimed the Second. Fourth, Fifth 
and Tenth districts, and a majority 
In the state convention. 

Of the delegates to the state con- 
vention chosen in the counties re- 
porting, Taft has 1,598 and Roose- 
velt 590. 

In this, the Fifth district, Taft re- 
ceived a majority of 1,174 out of a 
total vote of 5,002, carrying seven of 
the twelve wards and the rural pre- 
cincts. This district has 272 votes in 
the slate convention, of which 163 
are instructed for Taft and 109 for 
Roosevelt. Adherents of Roosevelt 
will contest. 

District c inventions will take place 
April 9 and the state convention 
April 10 here.

The local convention went for Taft. 
The convention was called to order 
by Chairman V. M. Williamson. C. 
R. Clark was elected Chairman and 
Walter Robinson, col., secretary of 
the convention. 

O H. Anderson was named as 
Chairman of the committee on reso- 
lutions.

Mr. E. B. Riley, of Olmstead Ky.. 
writes Mr. C. E. Barker 'that he. 
(Riley) is one of a committee to he p 
build a pike road in his county and 
asks Mr. Barker for information! 
about the construction of it. M r . 
' Riley says th<-y want to get the very 
' best results for the money exptn led. 
. The committee, he says, is divided 
as to Mr. Barker's plan for making 
I the pike road 9 feet wide and a dirt 
I road along side. Mr. Barker replies 
to Mr. Riley as follows: 

"I want to do the best that I can 
in making our money do the most 
that it will for the benefit of all con- 
cerned." Now that sounds good 
and the only reason we have not 
more pikes in the Black Patch is we 
have so few such men. I do trust 
that this committee will think long 
and deep before it concludes to build 
any other than a 9 foot pike with 
dirt road along side, outside of a 
radius of 2 miles of the county seat. 
Come and see some of this road here 
in Christian county that has been in 
use for 10 years or more and with 
almost no repairs. The Bradihaw 
pike 6 or 8 miles, and the Tobacco 
road south of Pembroke, for 4 or 5 
m les, are as important roads as any 
in our county. I believe as heavy ton- 
nage passes over these^roada as any 
in the state, and they have made 
splendid roads. And I heard Mr 
J. B. Walker say a few days ago 
that for $50 per mile he would put 
them in splendid shape. M . Walt- 
er is a practical man and close f riemi 
of "R. F. D." Dulaney. Both can- 
didates for first place in second series 
of "The Annanias Association." At 
any rate they vouch for each other's 
statements which puts them in a 
class to themselves Our fiscal 
court would build all our new pikes 
9 feet wi h dirt road alongside if let 
alone by the owners of automobiles 
and those who have $100 per acre 



farms and want 16 ft. boulevards to 
enhance the value of farms and 
speed their machines. 

The real tax payers want all the 
9 ft. pike they can get for their 
money and are willing to pay for 
one third of the cost of building it 
and furnish the rock in quarry free. 
We have now $2,500 subscribed along 
the tobacco road and ask the countv | 
to appropriate £5 000 and we will 
make every dollar count in extend- j 
ing the present pike towards the 
Tennessee line. 

Ask your court to quit spendirg 
money plugging mud holes, the do- 
ing of which cost two or three tim s 
what it is worth. Use all the road 
money possible building new pike.'? 
Let those who live on the pikes keep 
t lem in repair and in this way those 
who have been in the mud all their 
lives will soon have pikes. 

You will be astonished how little 
the pikes will be used where there is 
a road along side. And you will be 
astonished how little repair either 
will need as it does not damage a 
dirt road to use it while dry and the 
pike will be used while the dirt road 
is wet.
